tween trainmen and eastern railroads 
will be settled through the method of 
arbitration provided by the improved 
Erdman act. Disputes with engineers 
and firemen have already been sim­ 
ilarly adjusted. An enormous advance 
has been made in New' York garment 
trades through the “white protocol.” 
A great strike has just been averted 
through 
arbitration 
on the Boston 
elevated railway. 
The peace move­ 
ment in industrial life has made a 
great march in six months. 
Perhaps the United States could 
not adjust itself to the compulsory 
arbitration system of Australia and 
Newr Zealand. 
In that country it is 
theoretically agreed by all that a 
strike is barbarous and must not oc­ 
cur. 
The American workingman val­ 
ues his individual liberty at a figure 
much above par. 
He would not take 
kindly to a court order compelling 
him to report at the bench with his 
wage grievance. 
As respects public service corpora­ 
tions practically the same results are 
being secured through public opin­ 
ion. 
A general railroad strike would 
mean death to infants deprived of 
milk, it would close factories and 
threaten famine. 
Both sides realize 
that the public would take radical re­ 
prisals against either party respon­ 
sible. 
In street railway operation, arbi­ 
tration has not proved fully success­ 
ful yet. 
While the public is incon­ 
venienced if street cars stop, yet its 
positive suffering cloes not go as fat 
as through a steam railway strike. 
If the public will insistently demand 
peaceful settlement, no more street 
car strikes need occur. 
The worst troubles occur in mills 
and factories. 
These do not stop the 
people’s food supply; 
they do not 
make th© public walk.

They cast a blight over general pros­ 
perity. 
The public should demand, 
in these cases, just as it demands on 
steam roads, that some settlement be 
found other than war and battle.
